He Confers With Aids 
at Secret Relocation 
Center — 2000 U.S. 
Workers Go to Points 
Outside Capital. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP) 
President Eisenhower eommu- 
nicated from the White House 
underground bomb shelter with 
a secret relocation center outside 
Washington today in a practice 
drill of carrying on Government 
operations during an atomic at- 
tack. 

Nearly 2000 key federal em- 
ployes engaged in a mock flight 
from thé Capital, “operating” 
the Government from 30 emer- 
gency headquarters sites within 
a 300-mile radius of Washington. 

The President stayed here for 
the test. At 10:30 a.m. he went 
to the bomb shelter with Comdr. 
Edward L, Beach, naval aide in 
charge of White House emergen- 
cy plans, and press aids James 
C. Hagerty and Murray Snyder. 

Hagerty told reporters after- 
ward the President was in the 
shelter 10 to 15 minutes, using 
using “communications available 
there” to talk with Arthur S. 
Flemming, director of the Office 
of Defense Mobilization. Flem- 
ming was at an alternate head- 
quarters site in a nearby state. 

Locations Kept Secret, 

All the rendezvous locations 
were kept secret, but it was 
known that one of Flemming's 
companions — Deputy Secretary 
of Defense Robert Anderson 
had set out for an assembly spot 
with the code name “High Point.” 

Anderson and several other 
Pentagon officials left the city 
during the night for various al- 
ternate administrative posts‘scat- 
tered several hundred miles 
around Washington. 

Although Flemming was the 
only official with whom the 
President talked, Mr. Bisenhow- 
er got reports from other loca- 
tions through beach. 

At least three Cabinet officers 
were participating in the six- 


hour test. All were with Flem- 


ming, although their own de- 
partments have separate reloca- 
tion headquarters.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP) 
-— Senator Wayne Morse (Ind.), 
Oregon, said today that a reso- 
lution to censure Senator Jo- 
seph R. McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, would be reoffered in 
the next Congress if necessary, 
but that “the American people 


are going to demand a vote” by 
the present Senate. 

“This issue, in a sense, is out 
of the hands of the Senate,” 
Morse said in an interview. The 
people are demanding that the 
members of the Senate stand 
up and be counted” before the 
Dee. 24 adjournment deadline 
previously set by Congress. 
Morse, who bolted the Repub- 
lican party during the 1952 pres- 
idential campaign, is one of the 
three Senators Who filed 46 
charges considered by a special 
bi-partisan Senate committee 
that unanimously recommended 
McCarthy be censured. 


Mundt Predicts Vote. 
A friend of McCarthy's, Sen- 
ator Karl E. Mundt (Rep.), South 
Dakota, indicated in a separate 
interview that he expects the 
censure issue te crop up in the 
next Congress if this one does 
not act. But he predicted a vote 
within a week or 10 days after 
the Senate reconvenes a week 
from Monday. 
“I'd think from McCarthy's 
viewpoint he would be glad to 
get it washed out,” Mundt said. 
“If it isn’t, it will just be reac- 
tivated at the next session.” 
Senator Arthur V. Watkins 
(Rep.), Utah, chairman of the 
special six-member committee 
which recommended censure, 
said he wouldn't speculate” on 
whether the censure resolution 
would ‘be reintroduced in the 
next Congress if the Senate 
failed te act on it before ad- 
journment, ;

A doctor said the elbow 
bruise, inflicted when a _ well- 
wisher shoved it against a glass 
top table last weekend, had been 
“aggravated considerably be- 
cause the Senator probably con- 
tinued to use the arm four or 
five days after his original in- 
jury.”

Dulles and Mendes. 
France Confer on 
How to Counter Build- 
Up of Communist 
Forces in Asia. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (UP) 
—French and American officials 
studied reports today that the 
Communists have increased 
their military strength in north- 
ern Indochina by three divisions, 
two of them armored, since last 
summer's Geneva armistice. 

Information about the Com- 
munist buildup came to light as 
Premier Mendes-France and 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles scheduled a final confer- 
ence before the French Premier 
ends his current Washington 
visit. 


The two met this morning to 
clean up odds and ends“ and 
to put the communique in final 
form before the French pre- 
mier's departure for New York. 

To Visit United Nations. 


Weather forced a last-minute 
change in Mendes-Fsance’s plans. 
He arranged to go by train in- 
stead of plane to New York, 
where he will visit the United 
Nations before returning to 
Paris. 


Mendes-Frarnce was to fly to 
New York this afternoon for a 
visit to the United Nations be- 
fore returning to Paris. 


A reliable source reported the 
Vietminh had enlarged its forces 
by three divisions. It said large 
supplies of arms have been 
shipped into northern Indo- 
china from Communist China 
over a new railroad to the Indo- 
chinese frontier. The source 
said the weapons were largely 
Russian-made but probably were 
from supplies used by China in 
the Korean war.

Dulles and Mendes-France 
already have agreed to send in- 
structions to their representa- 
tives in Indochina to do every- 
thing possible to end quarrels 
in the free Viet Nam Government 
between civilian and military 
leaders. The amount of future 
American aid to the region is 
directly tied to the problem of 
establishing harmony. 


The two leaders also Mus- 
cussed measures whereby neu- 
tral armistice observers could be 
sent into remote areas of Indo- 
china to check on possible ar- 
mistice violations. 


The United States and France 
were not expected to reach any 
final agreement on the contro- 
versial question of whether 
American generals and troops 
would take over the principal 
responsibility for training native 
troops in free Indochina. This 
problem was said by high-rank- 
ing officials to be “still under 
consideration,” primarily by 
American and French authori- 
ties on the spot in Indochina. 
The final decision will be made 
in Washington and Paris in co- 
operation with the native gov- 
ernment in Indochina, 

Regarding European problems, 
Dulles made it plain that the 
United States will retain the last 
word on how American weapons 
are to be doled out to European 
allies under the United States 
arms aid program.

What Is Knowland After? 


It is quite appropriate that one of the first 
recruits in Senator Knowland’s guerrilla cam- 
paign against President Eisenhower on foreign 
policy should be Senator Jenner, the tinhorn 
McCarthy from Indiana. Senator Jenner says the 
idea of peaceful co-existence with Russia is “a 


poison gas” which is lulling the minds of our 


leaders. 

Senator Jenner is the kind of recruit that Sen- 
ator Knowland is entitled to. Certainly the ex- 
tremists of the far right make more appropriate 
allies than such senators as Douglas of Illinois 

and Symington of Missouri, who rushed up to 
congratulate the California Republican when he 
delivered his initial blast on the Senate floor. We 
hope the latter two are having some sober second 
thoughts. 

What is Knowland really after? We doubt that 
he explicitly wants a preventive war. But he 
clearly wants policies and actions, in Europe 
and most particularly in Asia, that would im- 
mensely multiply the risks of war while geomet- 
rically diminishing the chances of ultimate peace. 


When Knowland demanded u reappraisal of 
foreign policy because of his concern over “re- 
cent developments abroad and at home,” the re- 
cent developments he was concerned about ap- 
parently were the evidences of a more concilla- 
tory tone in Soviet-American relations. 

* * * 

President Eisenhower is reliably reported to 
have vetoed a proposal by three of ghe Joint 
Chiefs of Staff to permit bombing attacks on 
Communist China by Nationalist and if necessary 
American planes. He took a moderate line when 
the Russians shot down an American plane off 
Japan. He has emphasized repeatedly that with 
East and West alike possessing atomic and hydro- 
gen weapons, there is no longer any alternative 
to peace. 

The Russians, too, have bent a little. At the 
United Nations they have sufficiently modified 
their position to permit unanimous agreement 
on new moves for disarmament talks, and on 
“atoms-for-peace.” 

In this somewhat improved atmosphere there 
have been increasing signs that the West is mov- 
ing toward a crucial negotiation with the Soviet 
Union in search of a definitive European or even 
wider peace settlement. Eden in Britain and 
Mendes-France across the channel both have 
adopted such negotiations as an explicit objec- 
tive once the agreements bringing Western Ger- 
many into NATO are ratified. 


It is these potential negotiations with the Rus- 
sians, we suspect, that are the real target of 
Senator Knowland's attack, He does not want 
negotiations at all. That is why he keeps de 
manding a rupture of diplomatic relations.

When Secretary Dulles returned from the Ber- 
lin conference last January, Senator Knowland 
delivered a slashing attack upon him which un- 
doubtedly was a major factor in persuading Mr. 
Dulles to sit out the Indochina peace negotia- 
tions at Geneva later in the year. Senator Know- 
land, in our opinion, is now trying to create a 
similar political situation—a political situation 
unfavorable to meaningful negotiation with the 
Russians. 

Can he do it? The answer depends entirely 
upon President Eisenhower. 

If the President will summon the full re- 
sources of his great prestige to a vigorous fight 
for negotiation, for peace, for co-existence, for 
moderation and adjustment of differences—he 
can surely win. 

All sénsible men know that the only alterna- 
tive to peaceful co-existence, in the end, is atom- 
le warfare. Therefore Americans will surely sup- 
port a policy, not of appeasement or surrender, 
but of safeguarded, peaceful settlements that 
will open the way to reduced tension and ultl- 
mate disarmament. But they can support such 
a policy only if the President fights for it.

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The West Closing Ranks 


The Paris-London agreements for rearming 
Germany roll along as EDC never did. The 
House of Commons has approved them, 264 to 4, 

thanks in part to Clement Attlee’s instructions 
to Labor members that they might abstain but 
not vote no. 

At the same time the West German cabinet 
gave its approval. The ministers accepted even 
the fervently debated Saar arrangements. In 
Washington, of course, cabinet approval would 
not méan too much. But in Bonn it is an almost 
certain pledge by the leaders of the major 
parties in Adenauer’s coalition that their delega- 
tions will cast favorable votes in the Bundestag.

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The AFL Objects 

The AFI. Central Trades & Labor Union's op- 
position to the proposed Metropolitan St. Louis 
Transit District falis inte two broad areas. On 
the one hand it thinks the plan does not go far 
enough. On the other it fears what might hap- 
pen if the plan were employed to its fullest. 

The latter objection centers on the question 
of pensions and the right of transit workers 
to bargain collectively. It is probably the heart 
of the AFL opposition. And yet neither the ques- 
tion of pensions nor the question of collective 
bargaining takes on any life until the proposed 
Transit District assumes ownership of a private 
transit firm, 

The transit plan that will be presented to the 
people at the Jan. 25 special election does no 
such thing. It merely gives the Transit District 
power to regulate fares and service in St. 
Louis and the county, and requires the District 
to undertake a thorough study of the transit 
problem. if, after such a study, the District 
wished to recommend public ownership, the 
people must be given an opportunity to say 
Yes or No at the polls. 

Assuming that the people eventually called 
for public ownership, would the Transit District 
be prevented from entering into agreements 
with its employes? The AFL fears it would. 
But the transit plan contains a provision to the 
contrary, written specifically on the advice of 
the freeholders’ counsel. Section 6.020 (8) of the 
plan authorizes the District 


To make contracts with employes of the 
District through accredited representatives of 
such employes, or through representatives of - 
any labor organization authorized to act for 
such employes concerning salaries, wages, 
hours of work, working conditions and other 
compensation or benefits. 


The pension question is more difficult. Even 
so, the freeholders have gone to every effort to 
make it possible for the District to safeguard 
the pension rights of retired Public Service 
Co. employes in the event of public ownership. 
Only the courts will be able to say with finality 
whether they have been successful. 

The Central Trades’ contention that the plan 
does not go far enough is another matter. 
Assuming that to be true, and assuming further 
that the plan is defeated at the polls, will the 
transit problem go away? Of course not! On the 
other hand, if the plan is approved will not the 
metropolitan area at least have moved a step 
toward a solution? 


For the People of Illinois 

Beports grow increasingly frequent that the 
trustees of the University of Illinois are about to 
select a new president for the State University 
at Champaign-Urbana. Newsweek is the latest 
publication to give out the name of the probable 
choice as Dr. David Dodds Henry, 49-year-old 
former president of Wayne University, Detroit, 
now exécutive vice chancellor of New York 
University. 

Unless there is some compelling reason why 
a choice must be made at the Nov. 29 meeting of 
the trustees, the board members might much bet- 
ter serve the people of Ilinois by waiting a while 
longer. Through action of the trustees, the Uni- 
versity has an able interim president, Dr. Lioyd 
Morey, whose appointment runs until next Sept. 
1. Between now and then, Dr. Morey and the 
University authorities will go before the Illinois 
Legislature for a biennial appropriation that will 
run into many millions, This means a busy and 
trying time for Dr. Morey from now until sum- 
mer at least. a 

The University’s administrative- legislative situ- 
ation would be greatly complicated by the an- 
nouncement at this time of a new president who 
would not assume responsibility until some 10 
months from now. Immediately lines of contact 
would be set up with the president-designate. 
Some of these inevitably would embarrass Dr. 
Morey in his leadership. Also some important 
decisions that should be made doubtless would 
be delayed as a courtesy to the eventual succes- 
sor. There might even be a repetition of the 
mark-time period that preceded the arrival of 
Dr. George D. Stoddard. No trustee who went 
through that experience ought to risk duplica- 
tion in the first half of 1955. 

The University of Illinois trustees are obli- 
gated to do the best they possibly can in select- 
ing a successor to Dr. Morey. They also are obli- 
gated to time their announcement to serve the 
best interests of the University Board President 
Megran and his colléagues had bettér be slow 
than sorry. |

A Story for the Times 

The story of the Fields epitomizes the peculiar 
nature of the times. It is like a piece of bad 
literature, crudely overwrought, relying too much 
on unlifelike coincidences, posing tantalizingly 
unanswerable questions like “The Lady or the 
Tiger?” : 

What is to be thought of Noel and Herta Field, 
just released by Communist Hungary? Or ‘of 
Hermann Field, Noel’s brother, released last 
month by Communist Poland? There must be 
those other than the Fields themselves who 
know, but the knowledge is not as plain as the 
nose on the face of the known facts. 


The Noel Fields and Hermann Field dis- 
appeared behind their separate folds of the 
Iron Curtain in 1949 and 1950. Noel Field's 
adopted daughter, Mrs. Robert Wallach, the 
former Erika Glaser, disappeared in Communist 
East Berlin in 1950 on a search for her foster- 
father, and her fate is unknown. 


Former Communists Whittaker Chambers and 
Hede Massing testified that Noel Field was once 
a member of the Communist apparatus in Wash- 
ington. Noel Field worked for the United States“ 
supef-secret intelligence, cloak and dagger agen- 
cy, the Office of Strategic ‘Services, in Switser- 
land during World War II, contacting Commu- 
nist undergrounds in countries occupied by 
the Nazis.

A Tunnel for Commuter Trains? Between Book Ends 


1 Arcade building president says he is now convinced that the 
The re Eighth street railroad tunnel is not practicable for commuter 


trains; says railroads are uninterested in such service; thinks 
tunnel might be used for shuttle bus or perhaps moving walk, 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch s 


Prior to the meeting of the Urban 
Land institute panel in St. Louis, I 
shared your belief that the tunnel run- 
ning through downtown St. Louis at 
Eighth street might well be used for 
railroad commuter service from the 
suburbs of St. Louis. 

Not only did 1 believe that this would 


be of immeasurable benefit to the en- 


tire downtown district but, in addition, 
I had a rather selfish interest. 

I am president of the Arcade Building 
Corp., present owner of the Arcade 
building, and have a ‘substantial finan- 
cial interest in this property. If a con- 
siderable amount of commuter patron- 
aoe could be let off in the vicinity of 
Eighth and Olive streets, it is obvious 
that my personal interest in the Arcade 
building would be much more valuable. 

In addition to this, I am personally 
familiar with the physical construction 
of the Arcade building. I was present 
when the excavation thereunder was 
dug down to a level with:the floor of 
the tunnel, 

I would like to set the record straight 
and make clear that the Land Institute’s 
panel that examined the tunnel was in 
no way influenced by the opposition 
which Terminal President Armstrong 
Chinn may or may not have to the tse 
of the tunnel for commuter service. 


Panel Gets Data on Tunnel 


Prior to coming to St. Louls, each 
member of the panel was given a great 
deal of pertinent data with regard to 
the tunnel, its present use and owner- 
ship and the history of commuter traf- 
tie to and from the City of St. Louis. 

On arrival in the city, the panel mem- 
bers were brigfed and supplied with 
more data. Their work on the tunnel 
—— in no sense a cloistered examina- 

on. ‘ 

They were supplied with population 
data on areas which might served 
by railroad commuter service, with an 
engineering report involving not only 
the Eighth street tunnel but a suggested 
continuation of the Twelfth street un- 
derground of the Illinois Terminal from 
Twelfth and Washington to Union Sta- 
tion and a connecting loop tunnel run- 
ning down Washington and looping the 
central business district. 

They were also made familiar with a 
court decree against the Terminal Rail- 
road Association to the effect that, 
whenever demanded by the ownership 
of the Arcade building, the wall of the 
tunnel would be removed and all trains 
passing through the tunnel would be 
obliged to stop there. 


Terminal Aten. Actual Owner 


This is a document of public record, 
which might some day be very Valuable 
to the Arcade building but at the pres- 
ent time is of little value. 

The trip through the tunnel by the 
Urban Land Institute Panel accompa- 
nied by Mr. Chinn, was only one minor 
incident in the work and inspection that 
led the panel to its conclusion that the 
tunnel is not practical for commuter 
service. 

Mr. Chinn’s ideas were considered 
but so were the arguments of 


| interested in downtown St. Louis n eon 
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to the writer’s personal knowledge, care- 
fully considered and felt to be imprac- 
tical. Among the membership making 
up Urban Land Institute’s panel, were 
men who are familiar with suburban 
traffic coming into Chicago, Philade}- 
phia and New York. But they had to 
face the facts of the local situation. 
The railroads which would be expect- 
ed to supply this service, knowing the 
experience of other roads furnishing 
commuter service in other communities, 
are not at all interested in endeavoring 
to change the riding habits of the pub- 
lic. Nor are they interested in making 
the substantial investment necessary to 
convert the tunnel to commuter use. 


Proposal to Use One Tube 


Another factor which was ovérlooked 
in your editorial was this: In spite 
of the fact that the Arcade building is 
excavated to the level of the tunnel 
and that the old Post Office property is 
likewise excavated to approximately this 
level, it would be necessary to provide 
turn-outs and run-around switches for 
commuter trains to be unloaded at these 
points. 

The tunnel is not a structure which 
has any of the attributes of the New 


Tork Subway. As a matter of fact, it 


consists of two parallel tunnels with 
rubble masonry walls and supports and 
brick arches supporting the street above. 

In this connection, you will recall an- 


- other important recommendation of the 


panel. This might be of practical bene- 
fit if means could be found to persuade 
the Terminal Railroad Association to 
use ohe of the tubes for handling its 
business from St. Louis to the east on 
a single-track plan. 

The panel suggested, that a large 
parking area be created at or near the 
mouth of the tunnel, from Eighth street 

exte to Eleventh street, 
at Clark avenue. This would be the east- 
ern terminus of one of the n 
branches of the expressway ru g 
from the suburbs of St. Louis,

The proposed union of three 
Presbyterian bodies may be de- 
feated by southern presbyteries, 
according to a poll conducted by 
the Presbyterian Outlook, Rich- 
mond, Va. 

At stake is the proposed un- 
ion of the Presbyterian Church, 
U.S.A. (narthern); Presbyterian 
Church, U.S. (southern), and the 
United Presbyterian Church. 


A three-fourths majority is 
necessary for union, which 
means that 22 presbyteries in 
the South may defeat the pro- 
posal. To date, 11 presbyteries 
have voted against union: but 
their. opposition had been taken 
for granted. The pro-union side 
must carry 63 presbyteries in 
the southern church to win. The 
Outlook poll indicates that 49 
favored union.

“Before 1948, they promoted 
nationalism in Asia and at- 
tempted to seize control in 
France and Italy, a policy which 
on the whole failed,” the dip- 
lomat said. One reason it failed, 
he added, was the granting of 
independence to a number of 
Southeast Asian countries. 

“Then they went to brute 
force and armed violence broke 
out in a half dozen Southeast 
Asian countries,“ Scott said. 
The fighting has ended in all 
but Malaya, he pointed out. 

One indication of the new 
phase in Russian policy is their 
agreement at Geneva to a Set- 
tlement of the war in Indochina, 
when the Communists could 
have had a landslide military 
victory in six to eight months,” 
Scott said. 

The veering to techniques not 
involving brute force gives the 
free world an opportunity to 
“mend their fences” and pre- 
pare for any new Communist 
drives, he said. 

Scott, who joined the British 
Gonsular Service in 1927 and 
served in China and Japan un- 
til 1939, termed Japan and India 
as the big prizes of Asia. If 
the Communist can get either, 
the balance of power in Asia 
will be shaken, perhaps upset, 
he said.

OTHER BAILS OUT 


Both Air Force Jets in 
the Same Formation 
But the Accidents Are 
Not Related. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. V., Nov. 
20 (UP)—One Air Force jet pilot 
was killed and another para- 
chuted to. safety last night when 
their Sabrejet fighter planes 
crashed in separate mishaps 
during a practice mission. 

The dead pilot was Maj. Wil- 
liam M. Coleman, 36 years old, 
a native of Ft. Lauderdale, Fia., 
who has been living with his 
wife and two children near Ni- 
agara Falls. His plane crashed 
in flames in a field two miles 
south of Wilson. 

The other pilot, Lt. Col, Ru- 
fus Woody Jr., 32, bailed out 
safely over the town of Amherst. 
His plane crashed in a nearby 
swamp. 

Both pilots were from the 
Forty-seventh Fighter Squadron 
of the 518th Air Defense Group 
based here. Col. Woody is acting 
commander of the 5ldth, while 
Maj. Coleman was acting com- 
mander of the Forty-seventh 

quadron. 

Neither pilot was aware that 
the other was in trouble as they 
flew in a group on a practice 
“scramble” mission over Ni- 
agara county. Both planes car- 
ried 24 live 3.7-inch rockets. 

Lt. Harold M. Saydah, public 
information officer at the Ni- 
agara Falls Air Force Base, said 
Coleman apparently was trying 
to avoid crashing into the vil- 
lage of Wilson and rode his 
ship to the ground. His ship, 
which was in flames, exploded 
on crashing. Fuel and rockets, 
as well as other flaming parts, 
ignited stubble in the corn field 
in which it landed. 

Woody reported his plane on 
fire when he reached a 30,000- 
foot altitude. He cut his engine, 
and stayed with the ship for a 
while because he knew he was 
over a populated area. He tried 
to reach Buffalo Airport, but re- 
ported to the tower he was 
losing altitude too fast and had 
to abandon the ship. 

After landing, the colonel 
walked to a nearby house to 

telephone authorities. There he 
learned about his executive of- 
ficer’s tragedy. He went to the 
scene of Coleman's crash and 
directed disposal of live rockets, 
and took charge of administra- 
tive details.

Board Looks Over Dam- 
aged Penitentiary In- 
dustries in Its First 
Day of Activity.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 20— 
Maj. Gen. Ralph E. Truman (re- 
tired), chairman of the Missouri 
State Penal Institution Survey 
Committee, today said the com- 
mittee will interview convicts at 


the state penitentiary in an ef- 
fort to learn causes of the riot- 
ing which broke out there in 
September and October. 

“It is my feeling that a suf- 
ficient number of inmates should 
be interviewed for the commit- 
tee to get the prisoners’ feelings 
and to hear their side of the 
matter,” Gen. Truman said. 

The committee, which yester- 
day began an on-the-spot in- 
vestigation of every phase of 
the Missouri penal system at 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly’s direc- 
tion, surveyed the prison’s in- 
dustries in the first day of ac- 
tivity. 

Buldings Damaged. 

Most of the industries were 
destroyed or damaged by fires 
set by rioting convicts in the 
first and most disastrous out-

Their annual deficit, he said, 
was $10,000,000. He said help 
was needed if the schools were 
to survive. 

The position taken by Dr.

He said also the Gov- 
ernment might pay salaries for 
senior teachers or reimburse, on 
a state or federal level, part of 
the $100,000,000 of free care 
given by medical schools to in- 
digent patients. 

But Dr. Blalock, who is pro- 
fessor of surgery and director 
of the department of surgery at 
Johns Hopkins University school

national health insurance plan,

Aid Urgently Needed. 

“It is my belief,” Dr. Blalock 
said, “that the federal govern- 
ment would not attempt to dic- 
tate the choice of faculty and 
students, the problems to be in- 
vestigated or the subjects to 
be taught.

En- 
dowments have not increased 
either, he added, and gifts from 
such organizations as the Na- 
tional Fund for Medical Educa- 
tion, while helpful, are inade- 
quate.

A their wild behavior. In all my years of work with chil- 
dren and adolescents I have heard so many complaints about 
their very bad behavior. To be sure, to our great relief, the 
offenders are a minority, but even so their presence is a 
threat to the mental and moral health of youth. We must 
do something effective about this. 

‘Some prescribe increased recreation opportunities. In 
my experience that is not the answer. These young ones 
have too much time on their hands now and are bored with 
play. What they need, what all young people need is occu- 
pation that allows creative expression. They want to see re- 
sults of their work.

THE UNFORTUNATE ONES who get into the courts 
are found in the crowded sections of the cities. Their homes 
allow no worthwhile tasks. There is nothing there that they 
can do that might help them to feel wanted and neéded. A 
family in a couple of rooms in a city is in no position to 
build up wholesome experiences. Parents have to work all 
day. Teachers cannot do much that counts when their ef- 
forts are weighed against the backgrounds of children de- 
prived of wholesome home life. 

The most effective efforts toward the solution of 
youth’s problems are made by the fine associations like the 
Scouts, the Four H’s and Camp Fire Girls. These groups led 
by enlightened leaders take over where school and home 
leave off. They give the young ones something to do and 
something to look forward to doing. They take their groups 
out of the city on camping trips. They teach them to use 
their eyes and their hands and their wits in ways that ex- 
eite and delight while teaching them how to live in harmony 
with people and themselves.

quick meal. Creamed a la King 
style with savory additions, com- 
bined with crisp celery for salad, 
are examples of good tuna fish 
preparation. 

By the way, for the cooked 
dishes, it is unnecessary to drain 
the fish, although it is better 
to do this when the fish is used 
as an ingredient for salads. 
Tuna also makes a delicious cro- 
quette. This, of co „ takes 
longer to prepare, but once in 
a while deep-fat frying is worth- 
while and the extra time is well 
spent.

Tuna Croquettes With Tomate 
Sauce. 


Three tablespoons butter or 
margarine, thrée tablespoons 
flour, oné cup milk, one-fourth 
cup minced onion, one-third cup 
chopped celery, two hard-cooked 
eggs, chopped; two canned pi- 
mientos, chopped; two six and 
one-half-ounce cans chunk-style 
tuna, one teaspoon horseradish, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth cup fine dry bread 
crumbs, one egg, beaten; fine 
dry bread crumbs, shortening, 
two No, 303 cans peas, salt, 
pepper. 

Melt butter or margarine, add 
flour and blend. Add milk 
gradually and stir over low heat 
until sauce thickens. Remove 
from heat and add onion, cel- 
ery, eggs, pimientos, tuna, horse- 
radish, one-half teaspoon salt 
and bread crumbs. Mix well 
and shape into six or eight 
croquettes. Chill, Dip in beaten 
egg and then in bread crumbs 
until well coated. Fry in deep, 
hot fat (375 degrees Fahren- 
heit) about one minute or un- 
til golden brown. Heat peas 
and season to taste with salt 
and pepper. Drain and arrange 
with croquettes on hot platter. 
Serve with tomato sauce. Yield: 
Six to eight servings.

It goes without saying that 
South could have jumped to 
four diamonds — enough for 
game at his side’s part-score— 
direct over one heart, but 
with about 10 offensive winners 
and considerable defensive pow- 
er, South elected to double first, 
then bid his diamonds strongly. 
Even though East had opened 
the auction, it was no means 
impossible that orth-South 
might have a slam, and there 
would be no hope of reaching it 
unless South acted as he did 


act. 

The five-diamond double was 
a shade optimistic, but West felt 
that his trump holding alone 
might develop two tricks, and 
as matters turned out, he was 
right. 

West opened the four of 
hearts, and East went into a 
long huddle before playing to 
the trick. His problem, ob- 
viously, was to figure out 
whether the lead was a single- 
ton or a doubleton. He finally 
concluded that the doubleton 
‘was the case, and so, to retain 
contact with his partner, East 
put in the 10 of hearts instead 
of going up with the ace. This 
was good defense, because when 
South took the trick and led a 
high trump, West went in wi 
the ace and led his secon 
heart, and now a heart continu- 
ation by East gave sure promo- 
tion to West's 10-9 of trumps. 
Down one, 

Just as East had something 
of a problem at Trick 1, and re- 
vealed that fact, so South 
should have had little trouble 
in visu ng the exact situa- 
tion. East could not have seven 
hearts, because with that num- 
ber he would certainly put up 
the ace, playing South for the 
singleton king or West for the 
singleton four. Thus, East was 
obviously trying for a trump- 
promotion maneuver, and it was 
up to South to destroy the plot. 
To do so, he might well have 
cashed the A-K of spades, led 
to the club ace and returned 
the jack of spades, discarding 
his low heart and thus breaking 
the defenders’ line of a 
munication,
